The psycho-active sub¬ 
stances in marijuana are 
called telrahydrocannabinols 
(THC), and are of two ma¬ 
jor forms: Dicta 9-THC, and 
Delta 8-THC. Slcientists have 
had only a few years to in¬ 
vestigate TIHC and its ef¬ 
fects, and careful study of 
any substance requires great 
amounts of time and money. 

Since 106.5, a great deal of 
i n f o r m a tion has been 
learned about the composi¬ 
tion of THC and about its 
effect on the body. Some of 
the most complex research 
has been conducted at the 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, under the direction 
of Dr. Gahriel Nahas. Dr. 
Nahas is a profes.sor of an¬ 
esthesiology research. He is 
both well-known and high¬ 
ly respected in the medical 
profession for his work and 
his publications. 

Dr. Nahas’ findings indi-

City of 
Dublin; a far-adventuring 
ve.ssel that did sail all quar¬ 
ters of the globe, years be¬ 
fore .Sierra Madre’s first 
Episcopal church v.'as com¬ 
pleted in February, 1886.

In order to be sure that 
all needed repairs are dis¬ 
covered before the house is 
yours, you may want to in¬ 
vest in a professional home 
in.spection.

Q. — Does the BBB keep 
track of charitable organiza¬ 
tions? 

A. — You can call or write 
the BBB for a reliability re- 
jxrrt on charities which so¬ 
licit fund.s from you. ’The 
BBB investigates charities 
which come to its attention 
through solicitations. 

It is a good idea to be 
careful in selecting charities 
which are worthy of your 
contributions, just as you 
would carefully select the 
.stores with w,hich yosr do 
business. Occasionally, a for- 
profit organization uses a 
charity-type appeal. Some¬ 
times a bona fide charity 
lends its name to a promo¬ 
tion, such, as a show or ad 
book, which chiefly benefits 
the promoter and .gives only 
a small percentage to the 
charity. 

Take time to investigate 
anid' put your charity dollars 
where they will do the most 
good. 

Q. — I had my television 
repaired, but the problem 
was not solved. I took the 
set back to the shop. 'Fliey 
want to charge me more 
money to fix the same thing 
they were suppo.sed to fix 
the first time. Do I have to 
pay this? 

A. — The repair job that 
does not repair the problem 
is a common com pi a i n t 
against any type of repair 
dealer. Part of the problem 
is that the second break- 
dowm may actu ally be 
caused by a problem unre¬ 
lated to the one which was 
repaired in the first In¬ 
stance. 

If, however, the repairs 
were im.properly done, you 
have a valid complaint. You 
have the right to expect the 
work you pay for to be done 
right the first time. Many 
reputable repair dea 1 e r s 
guaraniee their work. 

We will contact the com¬ 
pany regarding your com¬ 
plaint. If there is a dispute 
about the value of the ori¬ 
ginal job, our arbitration 
service is available to you 
and the dealer. If both busi¬ 
ness and ou.stomer agree, a 
Ihird-party arbitrator can 
take evidence from both 
.s^ides and .decide who is 
right.

A persistent scene in the 
unwritten lite r a t ,u r e of 
American folklore is the 
liead of the family sitting at 
the kitchen table late at 
night under a bright light, 
partly hidden behind a 
mound of bills as high as 
ihe coffee pot at his elbow. 

And what is he doing? 
Why, he’s straining, with 
knitted brow, to balance the 
family budget. And, he’s 
writing checks — lots of 
them. 

It’s a tedious chore . . . 
and a notorious bore. But foi 
the banks in the United 
States, it’s etCpensive and 
wasteful, according to r 
survey by the Family Eco¬ 
nomics Bureau. But more 
than that, it’s getting to be 
almost unmanageable. For

— The check clear i n g 
hoiuse.5 in the 12 Federal Re¬ 
serve System hanks will pro¬ 
cess more than 26 billion 
checks during 1974.

— Annual cost, nation¬ 
wide, of the 20, or .so, steps 
required to process cliecks 
was $1.16 billion, or about 
one per cent of the Gros.s 
National Product of the 
United States in 1973. 

Still, checks are no more 
than the most obvious com- 
lication in the very compli¬ 
cated p.'’r.sonal financial af¬ 
fairs of most employed 
Americans. Sales of file 
cabinets and small calcula¬ 
tors has boomed as Ameri¬ 
cans wrestle with install¬ 
ment payments, taxes, in¬ 
surance, mortagages, leases, 
loans and investments. 

Personal money manage¬ 
ment is being simplified by 
banks which arc trying to 
.shovel a path through the 
blizzard of paper checkr, 
blowing around their ankles 
and also by busine s s e s 
which regula.'ly bill their 
customers for gcxids or serv¬ 
ices.

Speaking 

August, 1914 

There was an August this century that changed the 
lives of almost every human being on earth ■— August 
1914. The war that erupted in that month exactly sixty 
years ago, ended a way of life, a style of living, an 
idealism that was partly romantic and partly chivalry, and 
introduced communism into the world through Russia. 

America, it is now known, went into that war against 
Germany largely on misinformation and propaganda. The 
famed liner “Lusitania” was indeed carrying contraband 
when torpedoed and sunk. And Germany had a valid ciaim 
to conduct unrestricted submarine warfare in view of 
the fact that the British Navy was starving the German 
peopie systematicaliy with its worldwide blockade. 

But the German Emperor (Kaiser) was a blustering, 
proud and pompous man, not very effective in the field 
of public relations. In addition, the Germans thought they 
could win a war in centrai Europe. Of course, American 
sympathy went out to its mother country because of the 
common language and heritage. 

But the question remains whether the defeat of Ger¬ 
many in 1918 produced anything good. The treaty of 1919 
embittered Germany, made a new war certain and also 
produced Adolf Hitler. And Germany, help bring about 
Russia’s surrender in 1917, helped Lenin to power and 
thus planted communism in the western worid — so the 
1914-18 war is responsbile for communism. 

Many believe the Kaiser’s Germany, had it not been 
destroyed, would have been less troublesome than Rus¬ 
sia’s communism. France was bied white in the First 
World War, has never really recovered. Britain was ser¬ 
iously weakened. So the fabled war to end wars actually 
produced another great war twenty-one years later and 
few would argue today that it produced results worth 
the awful cost to the world. 


Hot Enough? 


Summer is nearing its end, and a good many people 
will welcome the autumn with its cooler weather, its 
colorful vistas. 

If you think it has been hot, you’re right. 

But not just in our neighborhood. According to Uni¬ 
versity of Miami marine geologists it’s hotter in this world 
of ours than it has been for 1,900,000 of the last 2,000,000 
years. 

Don't fret, however. A cooling off p«!riod is coming, 
a sort of meterological autumn. Probably not for 30,000 
years, but it’s coming. Maybe even glaciers in San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay and the Central Valley. 

Cool, man! 


The Constitution 


For close to two centuries the Constitution of the 
United States has stood as the socio-political marvel of 
history, the bastion of the hopes of all men who seek the 
freedom to find happiness and dignity and to live in 
amity with their neighbors. 

It has been bent and buffeted, bypassed and misin¬ 
terpreted, but it has stood firm because it embodies the 
basics of human relationships: justice, domestic tran¬ 
quility, the common defense, the general welfare, and the 
blessings of liberty. 

Some of the amendments offered and passed presum¬ 
ably to broaden its scope have been misguided and have 
failed. Others have, indeed, extended its basic premise 
beneficially. None have effectively altered the essential. 
God-inspired magnificence of its message to mankind, its 
guidelines for all generations if only they will reegonize 
them. 

Citizenship Day, September 17, commemorates the 
adoption of the Constitution by the Constitutional Con¬ 
vention in Philadelphia in 1787, and launches the obser¬ 
vance of Constitution Week. Having just seen great evi¬ 
dence that our constitutional procedures still stand through 
severe crisis, we can well make this year’s observance 
a little more meaningful than ever before in our lifetimes. 

Hisses We Doubt . . . 

The nomination of Nelson Rockefeller as Vice Presi¬ 
dent elicited from the Washington Post’s political writer, 
David S. Broder, a semi-whimsical screed pointing out 
the good news and the bad news. 

Broder’s opinions are not the subject of this edi- 
torial however. They cover, as expectable, many of the 
liberal -conservative implications of the former New York 
governor’s selection. What caught the editorial eye was 
Broder’s lapse into the literary non-sequitur so long ago 
labelled by the New Yorker magazine as “Hisses we doubt 
ever got hissed.” Said Broder: 

“The wickedness of this city is measured by the fact 
that it took exactly 6 V 2 minutes from the time the Rocke¬ 
feller appointment was announced until this reporter got 
his first call from a tipster hissing the information that 
‘You know, of course, 'three of the cabinet members owe 
more loyalty to Rockefeller than they do to Ford’.” 

Try hissing that latter quote to your liberal neigh¬ 
bor, unless possibly all you need for Christmas is youi 
two front teeth. 

Retired With Interest 

A lovely lady is retiring from elective office in Cali¬ 
fornia, State Treasurer Ivy Baker Priest. 

Prior to election as California’s state treasurer, Mrs. 
Priest was Treasurer of the United States under the late 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Mrs. Priest is not oniy a delightful lady, she is a very 
taiented one, as weli. The latest summary she has made 
on California investment earnings is solid proof. 

Mrs. Priest reports: “The Caiifornia State Treas¬ 
urer’s Office has once again rewritten the record books 
in the area of investment earnings. 

“You may recall that mid-way in the 1973-74 fiscal 
year, I predicted my office would earn more than $200 
million in interest on the investment of State funds by 
the end of that fiscai year. 

“I am extermely pleased to report that this prediction 
has been realized. Interest earned on all monies invested 
by the State Treasurer’s Office during fiscal 1973-74 top¬ 
ped the $258.8 million mark, a new all-time record high 
for California. 

"My office is responsible for the short-term invest¬ 
ment of virtually all state funds and we invest an aver¬ 
age of $350 million each day. Since 1967 when I assumed 
the duties of Treasurer, the State Treasurer’s Office in¬ 
vestment program has earned over $900 million. 

“This is new money which the State of California 
would not otherwise have received. Naturally, I am proud 
of our achievements here in Sacramento.” 

It is a remarkable record to leave for her fellow

In vain I have waited for 
just one letter to the edi¬ 
tor showing a glimmer of 
perspicacity as to why our 
utility bills have risen. It’s 
no great seciet.

Not long ago the utility 
people were the good guys. 
We were quick to cooperate 
and conserve precious en¬ 
ergy; we dimmed the lights, 
grateful for each flicker. But 
as usual, our memories have 
short-circuited'. Of course the 
electric company does make 
a great “fall guy.” 

Now that you’ve written 
your letters condemning tho 
Edison Company, and voiced 
yoiur protests to the PUC, 1 
wonder what might have 
happened .had you spent the 
same amount of time asking 
your government officials 
why. They know that gov¬ 
ernment interference, most 
of it directly traceable to tiie 
National Environ mental 
Policy Act of 1969, has cre- 
. ated the shortage and the re- 
.s’ultant increase in cost, but 
few are telling. Ask them: 

Why our nation lacks the 
refining capacity to turn out 
gasoline and other fuels. 
With, consumers’ deman-I for 
energy increasing, why has 
there been no new refinery 
constructed in the United 
States for five years, and 
none Ls being planned? 

Why did they encourage 
the militant ecology fana¬ 
tics by giving them the Na¬ 
tional Environmental Policy 
Act, wiiich has been tho 
primary tool for creating the 
energy crisis — while blam¬ 
ing it on business? Why 
.have they put the phony 
Ecology Movement and the 
caribou of Alaska above the 
needs of the people? 

Why did government put 
a ceilin.g price on .natural 
gas? Ceiling prices tend to 
increase use and discourage 
exploration and develop - 
ment of new sources. Again, 
it’s government smothering 
the free enterprise .system. 

Why has gove r n m e n t 
treated coal m much the 
same way, banning use of 
coal with high sulfur con¬ 
tent, causing utility com¬ 
panies to go outside their 
own country to obtain very 
costly low sulfured coal from 
Indonesia?

Pot Primer for Parents 


Kmw enough bade facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
'marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope—do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep itsimple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
whichis why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(whichvaries greatly). 

3. Because of aU these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a haril fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes depenilent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today tliat pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.
